Health offi- 
cers are rc(iuircd to see that the health 
laws are carried out in their rt“s)>cctivc 
counties, which would engage all tlicir 
time to discliargc said duties, as per 
rc(;uireinent, ami are not su[)is)rtcd l>y 
statutory enactment to make tlieir 
work proficient. 

To illustrate — it is the duty of local 
boards of health to have a nuisiima' 
removed and abated. The board, 
after taking the legal ste|is ])rescril>cd 
by law, a reasonable time given in 
which to comply with the notice to 
remove, Ac.

From Our Health Ollicrr. 

The s(KuaI condition through which, 
in onr country, iit the present time, 
the more fatal infections diseases are 
cnulilod to nc(piira c])idemic ctfusiou, 
are chiefly such us follows: 

That |x:rsons first sick in families 
and districts, instead of being isolated 
from the healthy, and treated with 
special reganl to their jxiwersof spread- 
ing infection, nre loft to take their 
chances in nil such rcsixicts ; so that, 
especially in the country in thickly 
settled ncighlx)rho(xls, niul where then' 
is always much intermingling of jxipu- 
latidfi, a first c.isc, if not at once re- 
moved to a s|XH'ial cstahlishnient will 
almost, of necessity, give (x-easioii to 
many other eases to follow, that per- 
•sons with iufcctiuu.s dis»'ases, especially 
in cases of slight or incipient nttnek 
and of iiieomplcte recovery, mingle 
freely with others, not seemingly to 
ejire, or, in fact, to know the great 
danger they nro subjecting the lives of 
their neighlxirs. All the dangers, ami 
many others not enumerated, there is 
none }K'rhaps which our health laws 
dcx;8 not in some way provide. At 
present, however, they all are, to an 
immense extent, left in uncontrolled 
0 ]K!ratioii, partly Ix.-causc the law is in- 
ade<]uate, and partly because local ad- 
ministrators of the law often give little 
cure to the matter, because it is not 
|x>pular or does not meet the approval 
of our folks, or jxditic, <&c., and those 
ofliecrs are not luemtive offices, hut 
chiefly imeause strong public ojiinion 
c.)iitracts both law and udiuiiiL-tratioii, 
cannot Ixj really eflix;tivo until the 
time when right knowledge of the sub- 
ject slmll be generally distributed 
nmoiig ibc ixmplo, and when , the 
masses whom epidemics afieet shall a|>- 
prcciate their own great iutere.st in 
privatiug them.
